From nursing home, to boarding house, to a safe and caring home for seniors at risk or with multiple needs, LOFT officially opened Bradford House on Oct. 3. 



> LOFT Com¬ 
munity 
Services 
was estab¬ 
lished by the Angli¬ 
can Church with 
a “lofty” goal - to 
offer housing and 
support services 
for Youth, adults 
and Seniors. 


In particular, LOFT - which stands 
for “Leap Of Faith Together” - provides 
housing options for low-income adults 
and seniors, especially those at risk of 
homelessness, who may have mental 
or physical health issues, who lack 
family support, and who can’t reside 
on their own without some help but 
who are not in need of hospitalization 
or long term care. 

On October 3, LOFT Community 
Services officially opened Bradford 
House, at 136 Barrie St. It’s the first 
LOFT housing complex in South 
Simcoe and York Region, meeting 
a tremendous need in the area and 


"helping people live healthy, in the 
community,” said Director of Seniors’ 
Services Debra Walko. 

“To us, health is not just physical 
health,” said CEO Terry McCullum. 
There are also “social determinants 
of health... To be healthy, you have to 
have a safe, affordable place to live.” 

Residents, staff, community partners 
like the CCAC, Southlake Regional 
Health Centre, Central Local Health 
Integration Network and Canadian 
Mental Health Association; local 
politicians, and representatives of the 
Anglican Church, including Bishop 
Peter Fenty, were present for the 


Grand Opening and ribbon-cuffing 
- and for an announcement that 
Bradford West Gwillimbury Mayor 
Doug White will be the honorary chair 
of an ongoing fundraising campaign. 

The building, formerly the TLC 
nursing home and later "Bradford 
Manor” boarding house, was 
purchased in April with donations 
from “angels” in the community. 

The interior has been extensively 
renovated, to provide cheerful 
furnished rooms, shared lounges and 
meeting areas, but the building still 
needs repairs to the roof and windows, 
see LOFT Page 12

Dangerous intersection 

South Simcoe Police were called to 3 
separate collisions in less than 48 hours - in 
the same intersection. 

At about 9:20 p.m. on Oct. 5, Police were 
called to a collision on Yonge St. at the 9th 
Line of Innisfil. An eastbound Ford 150 
pick-up truck failed to stop at the stop sign, 
entered the intersection and struck a Toyota 
Camry that was northbound on Yonge. Both 
vehicles came to rest in the field east of the 
intersection. The truck struck a hydro pole, 
and rolled several times; the driver, a 22 
year old Barrie man, escaped serious injury. 
The 3 occupants of the Camry, all in their 
80s, were transported to a Toronto trauma 
centre with serious injuries. Investigation 
is ongoing and charges are pending against 
the driver of the pick-up truck. 

On Sunday, Oct. 6, at about 5:25 p.m., 
officers were called to another 2-vehicle 
collision. A 67 year old Barrie woman 
westbound on the 9th Line failed to stop 
at the stop sign, entered the intersection, 
and struck a northbound vehicle. No-one 
was seriously injured; all drivers and their 
passengers were treated at the scene by 
Paramedics. The Barrie woman was charged 
with Disobey Stop Sign. 

And on Oct. 7, at 6:27 a.m., a vehicle 
driven westbound on Line 9 by a 23 year old 
Innisfil man stopped at the stop sign, then 
proceeded into the path of a northbound 
SUV. The driver was extricated using the jaws 
of life, and taken to hospital for treatment. 

He was subsequently charged with Fail to 
Yield to Through traffic. The driver of the 
SUV was also injured and taken to hospital.

He supported the 
two-lane concept for 
the downtown core, as 
long as left mm lanes 
are included as part of 
intersection design.

2014 Budget proposes 1.95% hike 


The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury had its first public look at 
the 2014 Budget and Business Plan, on 
October 7, proposing enhancements 
to service levels - and a 1.95% increase 
in the overall property tax. 

For the most part, departmental 
operating budgets remained static, or 
increased less than 1%. Town Manager 
Jay Currier said it was “basically a 
repeat of the 2013 budget... A minor 
year over year increase.” 

One exception was Information 
Technology, an area where the 
municipality has been falling behind, 
and, Currier said, "We’re not keeping 
pace with the public expectations.” 

The IT budget will go up by about 
19% - adding a new IT Tech support 
analyst position, at a cost of $38,000 
in 2014, and to replace aging laptops, 
desktop computers and servers. 

Another area of enhancement was 
Corporate Communications. 

In past budgets, the Town has 
proposed hiring a Public Information 
officer - but has always deleted the 
position from the final budget. 

This year, Director of Legislative 
Services Rebecca Murphy pointed 
out the importance of having 
someone skilled in communications 
and customer service, to assist with 
the Town's corporate identity and 
branding, promote major projects, 
handle media relations and public 
inquiries, social media updates and 
disseminate information. 

The position will assist in “ensuring 
our credibility and accountability, in 
the community,” agreed Councillor 
Del Crake. “We just haven’t done that. 

I think it's really something we should 

Councillor Simpson objected. “Do 
we need a manager?" he asked, 
warning of escalating costs. “Do we 
have to blow our horn that loud? Do 
we have to be out there every week, 
telling what we’re doing and how 
we're doing it? I don’t think so.” 

Council supported the position. 

The Town also approved a new law 


clerk, enforcement officer. Facilities 
booking clerk, and seasonal Parks/ 
Property operator. A proposal for a 
Health & Safety Officer in Human 
Resources was withdrawn. 

Other enhancements were turned 
down. Although warned that 
volunteer firefighters were finding it 
difficult to respond to call-outs during 
daytime working hours, resulting in 
longer response times. Council turned 
down one of two Full-time firefighter 
positions proposed. 

Councillors also scrapped a $60,000 
fire hall redesign for Fire & Emergency 
HQ on Melbourne - at least until a Fire 
Marshal’s Report is released, which 
may contain recommendations for 
a new or 2nd fire station - and asked 
the department to put off replacing 
an aging tanker truck, although the 
$500,000 budgeted would come from 
Fleet Reserves, not taxes. Cost of 
repairs will come from taxation. 

Councillors also said no to a 
replacement pick-up truck for the 
Fire Dept., and delayed the purchase 
of a replacement for Engineering’s 
Caterpillar backhoe - which would 
also come from the Fleet Reserve. 
Other cuts: 

. $2,500 from the Economic 
Development Office budget for the 
Bradford Farmers’ Market. 

. $25000 from the budget of the Office 
of Economic Development, with the 
expectation that half of a $50,000 grant 
from the County of Simcoe will be 
used to offset costs. 

. $30,000 from the $60,000 budgeted 
for a Strategic Plan update. 

. $50,000 for a Heritage Conservation 
District Study for Bond Head. 

On the positive side, Council agreed to 
make the Community Improvement 
Plan Co-ordinator position a full¬ 
time 5 year contract, to provide 
continuity for the life of the CIP grant 
program; and set aside $50,000 for 
a tree replacement and urban forest 
program. 

The details will be presented in the 
October 15 meeting of Council.

lanes "with proper left turn lanes” could 
actually improve traffic by providing “a 
free and clear travel lane. When you do 
that you create a significandy improved 
traffic flow” - while the wider sidewalks 
"provide opportunities for far better 
amenities on the boulevard." 

Mukherjee said that the final Public 
Information Session on the project is 
planned for November 6, at the BWG 
Leisure Centre. The project will go to 
detailed design and tender in 2014, and 
construction in 2015-16. 

Mayor Doug White spoke about 
Bradford’s continuing growth, noting 
that a recent Wealth Magazine article 
identified East Bradford - the downtown 
core - as "among the top 100 places to 
invest, in the country.” 

Bradford continues to add 400 to 
500 new homes annually, White 
said, because it is a great place to 
live, offering a range of homes, "great 
schools, great amenities... more and 
more liveable. They’re moving here 
because they can get more bang for their 
buck,” than elsewhere in the GTA. 

And even though house prices have 
doubled in the past few years, he said, 
homes are “still very, very affordable." 
White praised Council’s vision, in 
building the new Leisure Centre, which 
records 62,000 visits per month; and the 
new Library & Cultural Centre, which 


has issued 20,000 library cards, in a 
Town with a population of31,000. 

The west end continues to boom, a 
new health centre is slated to open in 
2014, and Council continues to focus on 
economic development - although “it 
takes time, and it takes a plan.” 

The recent designation of Community 
Improvement Plan areas in the Reagens 
Industtial area and downtown core has 
already led to reinvestment and job 
creation, he said. 

White also encouraged all residents 
and businesses to participate in the 
redesign of Holland St. "Everybody 
wants to see improvement,” he said. 
“Look at the science, look at the traffic 
model, look at the downtown.” 

He concluded, "When you partner with 
the business community, good things 
happen. We want projects to go forward. 
We want businesses to expand."

“Prevent Kitchen Fires and Get Cooking with Fire Safety”! 

The best way to prevent kitchen fires is to never leave 
cooking unattended. Unattended cooking is the leading 
cause of home fires and injuries in the province. 

Often when the fire department is called to a fire that started 
in the kitchen, residents state that they only left the kitchen for 
a few minutes. Sadly, that’s all it takes for a dangerous fire to 
start. Help keep our community safe by taking responsibility to 
prevent fires from starting in the first place. 

Important steps to prevent kitchen fires include: 

• Pay attention when cooking - especially if you ar 
oil or high temperatures. If you must leave for any reason, 
turn off the stove. 

• Wear tight-fitting or rolled up sleeves when using the 
stove. Loose, dangling clothing can easily catch fire. 

• Keep a proper fitting lid near the stove. If a pot catches 
fire, slide the lid over the pot and turn off the stove. 

• Never attempt to move a burning pot.

A time of Thanksgiving

Today’s North-American 
Thanksgiving traditions have a fairly 
commercial, food-oriented approach, 
but the festival’s roots trace back over 
400 years - with a decidedly religious 
significance. 

Each year in North America, families 
prepare massive feasts, and celebrate 
the statutory holiday by spending 
time with the in-laws, and the Sports 
networks. In the U.S., the holiday 
has become synonymous with Black 
Friday - shopping madness that has 
spawned physical violence, in the rush 
to buy cheap electronics and even 
toilet seats. 

Yet the American Pilgrims viewed 
Thanksgiving 
in an entirely 
different light. 

In the summer 
of 1621, facing a 
severe drought, 
the Pilgrims at 
their settlement 
in Virginia 
spent 12 hours 
in prayer for 

their prayers 
answered, saving their crops. In the 
fall, they held a grand festival to thank 
God for his gift of prosperity, written 
in the American history books as the 
first Thanksgiving. 

In fact, there are earlier Thanksgiving 
celebrations. In 1578, Martin 
Frobisher, while hunting for the 
Northwest Passage in the high 
Arctic, held a formal celebration of 
Thanksgiving, when his small fleet was 
reunited in Frobisher Bay, after being 
scattered by storms. 

Our traditional feast consists of roast 
turkey, corn, beans, stuffing, and 
pumpkin pie. A 400 year-old pilgrim 
feast included a much wider variety of 
foods: according to one of the pilgrim 
colony leaders, Thanksgiving dinner 
included duck, geese, beef, venison, 
fish, turkey, beans, corn, and berries. 

And back then, the pumpkin was 
a multi-purpose fruit - a symbol of 


welcome to the First Nations people, it 
was used in soups, and sometimes to 
make beer. In fact, the orange spheres 
were not even called' pumpkins’ until 
1647, when the word made its first 
appearance in print. 

It wasn’t until the 1651 that the 
pumpkin was transformed into 
pumpkin pie, now indelibly linked 
to Thanksgiving. According to 
whatscookingamerica.net, Francois 
Pierre la Varenne, author of a world- 
renowned 17th century cookbook 
Le Vrai Cuisiner Francois, created 
a recipe for Tourte de Pumpkin. 

The recipe was later translated into 
English, when the English adopted the 
pastry for their own celebrations. 

In 1863, 

U.S president 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
proclaimed 
that 

Thanksgiving 
would be 
celebrated 
annually on the 
last Thursday 
of November. 
Canada 

celebrated Thanksgiving on November 
6th until 1957, when Canadian 
parliament announced that the 
holiday would be moved to the second 
Monday of October. 

In other countries, thanksgiving- 
related festivals are still focused on 
prayer and giving thanks, and the 
holiday is taken much more seriously. 
In just about every agrarian culture 
around the globe, some form of 
Thanksgiving is celebrated - giving 
thanks for life-giving rains, and a good 
harvest, where a poor harvest can 
mean famine. 

In North America, we sometimes 
take the holiday for granted and forget 
its true meaning. We should remind 
ourselves that Thanksgiving’s real 
purpose is to appreciate all that we

and a more modem 
elevator. The campaign will 
seek to raise $600,000 for 
Bradford House over the 
coming months. 

Mayor White noted that 
while the Town has made 
great strides in recreation 
and economic development, 
“this is an area where the 
Town isn’t doing very well”: 
the provision of services for 
seniors, especially seniors 
at risk. “We’ve fallen short. 
What we’re missing is places 
like this, for seniors who 
need a little bit of help.” 

Bradford House won't 
just cater to Bradford, but 
will provide safe shelter for 
residents from northern 
York Region and North 
York as well, he said. 

“We’re ah trying to work 
together to fill a need in our 
communities.” 

Bradford House currently 
has 29 residents, with room 
for a total of 54, mostly 
vulnerable or at-risk men 
and women, living with 
mental health, addiction, 
and physical health issues. 
In addition to safe, clean 
living spaces, Bradford 
House provides a full, 
healthy meal program, care 
co-ordination and case 
management, personal care 
and assistance, essential 
housekeeping, laundry 
services, medication 
support, crisis intervention, 
life skills education, and 
escorts to appointments. 

Thanks to a donation by 


Total Health Pharmacies, 
there is a fully-equipped 
doctor’s office on the 3rd 
floor, with a doctor who 
comes in on Saturdays, to 
talk with residents. 

And there is a sense of 
home, and of “ownership” 
by the residents. “When 
people come in, they just 
get adopted by the group,” 
said Carolyn Donaldson, 
Program Director. “Part of 
our goal is to keep people 
as independent as possible, 
free to come and go.” 

The residents participate. 
“They have resident 
meetings where they can 
make decisions," Donaldson 
said. “It’s their home. I'm a 
guest here, when I come to 
provide service.” 
One-quarter of the beds 
are allocated for low- 
income and ODSP residents 
- and all of these beds 
are full at the moment, 
with “a huge wait list.” 

The remainder, "assisted 
living" beds for seniors 
65 and older or younger 
individuals with dementia 
or complex needs, charge 
a higher rent, but still offer 
full services.
